In presenting to the citizens of Wentworth my report of the 
schools for the past year, I will say that there has been an im- 
provement made in all our schools, and in some of them a very 
decided improvement. 

Nearly all the schools I find much more quiet and orderly at 
their close than at their commencement in the spring ; and where 
order prevails, which is the principal element in the school-room, 
scholars must and will improve. 

On account of ill feeling, in two or three of our districts, ex- 
isting among the inhabitants, the schools were not as successful 
as they would have been if unity had prevailed instead. I would 
say to all such, keep everything of the kind out of school-meet- 
ings and school matters if you desire good schools ; and if your 
children are punished in school, tell them you will whip them if 
they are punished again, instead of pitying them and blaming 
the teacher. Even if the teacher is to blame (which is very 
seldom), it is better for the children to think otherwise. 

There is a tendency with our prudential committees, many 
times, to hire teachers simply because they can get them cheap. 
Our cheapest teachers are not always the best. It is much better 
~ to get a good teacher for five dollars per week than a Zoor one 
for two dollars or three dollars per week. A good school of eight 
weeks in a year is much better than a poor school of fifteen or 
twenty weeks. And when we get a good teacher, whom the 
majority likes, we should keep him or her as long as possible, 
and not reject the teacher because two or three are dissatisfied ; 
and where we have had good teachers this year I would advise 
hiring the same the ensuing year, if possible, as the scholars 
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will make much greater advancement with them than with stran- 
gers. I will now give the report of each school, as nearly as 
possible, from what I could learn of them during my visits, 
judging from examinations and their general appearance, as 
follows :— 


DISTRICT NO At 


Spring and fall terms taught by Miss E. M. Spaulding. When 
in at the commencement of the spring term I found a portion of 
the school quite unruly ; but at the close the order was quite good, 
and the pupils had made very good advancement in nearly all 
their studies. During the fall term I did not find the order as 
good, and the pupils did not make that advancement in all their 
studies they should have made. Miss Spaulding’s method of 
teaching is very good, and with better order she would have the 
best of success. 


Districts Nos, 2 AND 9. 


Spring term taught by Miss R. J. Chamberlin, and I am sorry 
to say the school was a perfect failure. There was neither order 
nor anything else which constitutes a good school. 

Fall term taught by Miss S. C. Simpson. The scholars were 
very quiet and studious, and all made great advancement in 
their studies as well as deportment. 

Winter term taught by Miss H. L. Smith. Order very good, 
and the teacher’s method of teaching I liked very much; but 
for several causes the smaller scholars did not advance as they 
should have in their studies. 


District No. 3. 


First term taught by Miss N. E. Coolidge. Second term 
taught by Miss Etta Leavitt. ‘'wo very good teachers, but both 
unsuccessful in their attempts to teach, as all must be there until 
the inhabitants reform and are united. 


District No. 4. 


Spring term taught by Miss J. C. Andross. The best of order 
prevailed, and the scholars were very studious, and with so good 
a teacher it is needless for me to say what the result was. 
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Winter term taught by Miss M. L. Colby. I found all doing 
nicely at the commencement of the term. On account of the 
inclemency of the weather I was unable to visit at the close, but 
hear nothing but that the school was a successs. 


District No. 5. 


Spring term taught by Miss C. E. Ellsworth. I found the 
school very orderly, and in some of their studies the scholars 
made good progress. 

Winter term taught by Miss A. A. Libbey. During my first 
visit I found all doing finely, and during my visit at the close 
of the term I was much pleased to see that teacher and pupils 
had been united and worked so well together that great ad_ 
vancement had been made in all their studies. 


District No. 6. 


Spring term taught by Miss C. E. Thayer. The scholars im- 
proved in their order very much, but did not improve in their 
studies as they would have with an older and experienced teacher. 
Miss T. did very well, taking everything into consideration. It 
was her first term, and where she has always attended school. 
She did too well for the low salary she received. She must 
learn to teach, the same as all older teachers have had to. \ 

Winter term taught by Mr. J. B. Foster. The school appeared 
very well, and in some of their studies made good advancement, 
In the first class in reading, I found in this district the best 
readers of any school in town. 


District No, 7. 


The three terms taught by Miss J. A. Hall. During all my 
visits I always found the school quiet and studious, and the 
teacher exerting all her powers to teach. It is superfluous for 
me to say that Miss H. had the best of success crown her 
labors. 


District No. 8, 


Spring term taught by Miss A. A. Libbey. The school ap- 
peared well at the commencement. On account of sickness I

was unable to visit it again at the close, but should judge from the 
examination at the first of the winter term that the scholars 
made good advancement under Miss L.’s teachings. 

Winter term taught by Miss M. C. Clement. ‘The school ap- 
peared quite well the first of the term. Closing before I expected, 
I was not in the second time. 


District No. to. 


Both terms taught by Miss M. E. Pillsbury. The school was 
always quiet, as it must needs be with so few pupils. The schol- 
ars being studious, and the teacher having ample time to devote 
to each one, great progress was made by all. 


BISTRICT  NGsorr. 


Taught by Mr. F. D. Glover. It was Mr. G.’s first attempt 
in ‘‘teaching the young ideas how to shoot,” and his success was 
good for the first time. 


District No, 12. 


Both terms of school I taught myself. The scholars were quiet 
and studious, and I did all in my power to instruct them. As 
I do not wish to speak in favor or against my own labors, I will 
leave it for others to draw their own inference whether the 
school was a success or not. 

Most of the prudential committees have been very kind to 
notify me of the commencement and close of terms. The whole 
amount of school money for the year was $1,085. Only two 
teachers have properly filled their registers, and some were so 
negligent about returning them I was obliged to send for them. 
By referring to the tabular statement on the last page, you will 
get an understanding of the status of the schools. Parents and 
prudential committees do not take that interest they should in 
schools. I wish all might visit schools and see how their schol- 
ars are progressing. Thanking teachers and scholars, who have 
all shown me the greatest kindness and respect, I will close my 
report of schools for the past year.
